COUNTRIES GF EURHPE 
INVADED BY COMMISSION 


nical Education Outlined by Dr. J. 
W. Robertson, Chairman, 


After spending six months in Ev- 
repe, Dr. J. W. Robertson, chairman 
of the Royal Commission on indus- 
trial Training and Technical Educa- 
tion, has returned to Ottawa. 

The other commissioners returned 


to Canada several weeks ago, and are 
at work upon the many reports, re- 
cords and documents cbtained abroad. 
From time to time communications 
have been sent to the minister of lab- 
or, outlining the progress of the en- 
quiry in Europe. The substance of 
these has been given to the public 
through the Labor Gagette. After an 
enquiry cowering the cities of the east- 
ern portion of the United States is 
made, the report of the commission 
will be prepared for presentation to 
the minister of labor, 

“The commission was very fortu- 
nate in the conditions under which it 
pursued its investigations,” stated Dr. 
Robertson. “The weather waa con- 
stantly agreeable; and travelling ac- 
ccmmoidation 'fh' Burope, by railway, 


more than comfortable. The creden- 
tials of the commission, the helpful- 
ness of Lord Strathcona, the cc-opera- 


England, Scotiand and Ireland, and 
the generous assistance of the British 
embassies in the foreign countries, 
opened every desirable door. The 
commissioners regard themselves a9 
exceedingly lucky in the epportunities 
which came to them; and the pleas- 
ures of their experiences in seeing and 
learning were Increased by the belief 
and hope that the work they were do- 
ing would prove beneficial to Canada. 
They consider themselves as trustees 
of special work in which the people 
of Canada have invested. 

“In the United Kingdom, Germany, 
France, Switzerland and Denmark, 
great leaders in educational move- 
ments discussed with us, with frank- 
ness and fullness, not anly the systems 
anc methods which at present prevail) 
in their countries, but glao the prob- 
lems which face the different central 
and ljocai authorities, and the plans 
and efforts which are being made to 
meet new conditions. .The Bight Hon. 
Walter Runciman, president of. the 
board of education,, Lord | Pentland, 
secretary cf state for Scotland, and the 
Right Hon. Lewis Harcourt, secretary 
of state for the colonies, met, us when 
the bundred representatives .ef educa; 
tion from all parts of the empire, who 
were in London attending the imperial 
education conference, were the guests 
o: the chairman of the Canadian coms 
mission. Among others who were par- 
ticularly heipful to the commission 
were Sir Robert Morant, secretary «f 
the board of education, and many of 
the offlcerg cf the departinert, 

“Sir John Struthers, head of the 
Scottish education department, favor- 
ed the commission with a conference 
Ou the progress cf the efforts for in- 
dustrial and technical education in 
Scotland, Mr. T. P. Gill, secretary, 
of the department of agriculture and 
technical instruction for Ireland,’ and 
other officers of his department, ac- 
companied the commission during its 
icurneys in thet country. Mr. Robert 
Blair, chief education, officer for the 
London county council, gaye the com- 
mission valuable and extensive assist- 
ance, He arranged for the commis- 
sion, during its visitg to technical in- 
stiiutions in London, to be accompay- 
ied by inspectors whe were fully con- 
versant with what wes being attempt. 
ed. Between twenty and thirty tech- 
nical Institutions were visited in Lon- 
don. The county council spends avout 
$20,000,000 a year on education,
